A  degree  of  intelligence  and  moral  cul- 
ture is  certainly  requisite.  But  under 
this  test  where  will  thousands  of  our 
boasted  white  voters  find  themselves  ? 
They  will  be  disfranchised  at  once. — 
fiCt  them,  then,  hush  their  noise  about 
the  lack  of  intelligence  among  colored 
men.  The  ignorance  of  white  men  is 
a  disgrace  to  themselve  and  tho  coun- 
try. They  should  be  sent  to  school,  as 
well  as  tho  blacks. 

But  while  I  demand  for  all  the  high 
est  mental  and  moral  (lualification,  I 
think  that  matter  will  take  care  of  it- 
self. I  am  not  alarmed  at  the  votes  of 
gnorant  men  ;  they  follow  those  who 
lejid.  There  is  more  danger  from  the 
stupidty  and  selfishness  of  those  who 
boast  of  intelligence.  What  voter 
among  a  thousand  even  of  those  who 
can  ''read  and  write,"  is  active  and  en- 
torprising--advocating  noble  things  for 
the  public  good  ?      Their  intelligence 

is  put  to  no  use.  They  are  as  dead  as 
mummies  I  But  let  them  awake  to  life 
and  civilization — and,  believe  me,  sir, 
they  will  be  followed  by  the  less  en- 
lightened, of  whatever  color.
